At the fourth nonaligned summit in Algiers in 
1973, Romania sought observer status, but was turned 
down, apparently at the request of the Yugoslavs. 

At the time, the Yugoslav news agency delivered a 
public rebuff to Romania, quoting an Algerian source 
which said that "military bloc member countries at 
nonaligned assemblies cannot have the status of 
observers, nor of guests." 


Undaunted, President Ceausescu has since played 
up the common interests of his country and the non- 
aligned world. He has talked with a wide variety 
of Third World leaders, and communiques summarizing 
these talks have stressed the rights and interests 
of developing nations. The party congress last year 
and the new party program both emphasized nonaligned 
themes, ticluding the need to base international re- 
lations %n full respect for the independence and 
equality of all states, and the need to eliminate 
the gap between the rich and the poor. The latter 
formulation is anathema to Moscow because it rejects 

, the class struggle and divides the world into the 
“ltaves," such as the Soviet Union, and the "have 
acts," such as Romania. 
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Bucharest's renewed overture for observes 
Status in meetings of the nonaligned countries 
was probably in part prompted by its heightened 
concen over Soviet efforts to restore ideologi- 
cal conformity in Eastern Europe. The Romanians 
probably also believe that this time Belgrade will 
be more sympathetic to their approach because of 
the recent revelation of Soviet meddling in Yugo- 25X41 
slav internal affairs and the common concern of 


the two countries over Soviet intentions 
Balkans.
